SUMMARY 

1. Controls and procedures governing the custody 
and use of Agency resources were found to be effective 
and in compliance with applicable regulations. Action 
is needed to bring cover company employee advances into 
a current status. 



BACKGROUND AND SCOPE 



2. PDDYNAMIC provides for the exploitation of 
nationalistic and cultural tendencies existent in the 
Ukranian Soviet Socialist Republic. The activity pub- 
lishes a monthly political literary magazine as well as 
books, pamphlets, and leaflets which are infiltrated 
into the USSR for clandestine distribution. About 
20,000 publications were infiltrated into the USSR during 
FY 1978 by a variety of clandestine means where they 
are often duplicated and further distributed. The 
publications are designed to provide intellectual and 
moral support to those Ukranians who seek moderation 
of the Soviet political system. These actions are 
carried out through two cover entities: PDTENURE, 

a New York corporation, and PDTERRACE, a West German 
branch office. This activity is in compliance with 
the provisions of Section 662 of the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1961, as amended, in that it is covered by Pre- 
sidential Findings dated January 1975 and June 1978 
and has been reported to the appropriate Congressional 
committees. 



3. The audit included a site examination of the 
financial records of PDTENURE. The audit of PDTERRACE 
was limited to a review of financial statements sub- 
mitted to Headquarters. Related covert records, controls, 
and procedures were reviewed at Headquarters to determine 
compliance with applicable regulatifftft^T?*. ,<••« 
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4. During the audit period the Agency advanced 
23 :0 the cover organizations which recorded net 
expenses of £2 J The investment balance at 

30 September 1978 was £2 13 Further financial 

information may be found in the attached Exhibit. 

AUDIT COMMENTS 



5. PDTENURE does not have an effective follow-up 
procedure for obtaining accountings and refunds for . 
employee travel advances. One individual owes CZ JJ 
for advances in excess of travel expenses for the 
period March 1977 - March 1978. Another employee with 
outstanding advances of C drew six advances in 

1977 and three in 1978 but has submitted no accountings 
A third person C_ 23drew seven advances in 1978 
without submitting an accounting. 

Re commenda t i on : Require employees to 

submit accountings for advances and 
any refunds due on a timely basis.
